Drop in collisions 
raises doubts over 
driving legislation 

O Province reports roughly 25 per cent decline in traffic 
injuries and fatalities over 2007 O Planned restrictions 
for activity behind the wheel yet to come into effect 


Alberta traffic collisions are 
becoming more infrequent, lead¬ 
ing some to question the necessi¬ 
ty of new distracted-driving legis¬ 
lation. 

Data released yesterday show 
a third consecutive reduction year- 
over-year in serious incidents on 
provincial roads. 

“There are many factors that 
can influence collisions, but Alber¬ 
ta’s Traffic Safety Plan (passed in 
2008) is having an impact,” said 
Donnae Schuhltz, spokesperson 
for Alberta Transportation. 

While the statistics are encour¬ 
aging to individuals relying on 
vehicles to conduct business, some 
feel they offer proof that planned 
legislation to curb inattentive 
actions behind the wheel is unnec- 
essaiy. 

“It feels like a cash grab,” said 
Sarris Descheneaux, owner of 
Edmonton-based Ultimate Moves, 


which operates throughout the 
province. “Texting is bad, 1 recog¬ 
nize that, but if you’re talking on 
the phone you still have your eyes 
on the road.” 

British Columbia has already 
passed its own distracted-driving 
legislation. In its first year of 
implementation, 32,665 tickets 
were handed out totalling $5 mil¬ 
lion. 

The new restrictions out west 
have already forced Spud.ca, 
which offers organic grocery deliv¬ 
ery in Calgary and Vancouver, to 
change its policies for all drivers. 

General manager Kevin Bur¬ 
bank admits the law has created 
a bit of a logistical headache. 

“1 have mixed feelings on it,” 
he said. “1 want people to be safe, 
but people live on their phones 
these days.” 

Schuhltz said a formal date for 
the launch of Alberta’s legislation

New chief 
quickly 
turns his 
attention 
to high rate 
of homicide 

Minutes after becoming 
Edmonton’s top cop, 

Rod Knecht turned the 
spotlight to one of his 
homicide members — and 
new charges in one of the 
city’s 25 murders this year. 

Knecht, formerly of the 
RCMP, then addressed the 
job he’s inherited as the 
new police chief in a city 
with a murder rate two 
shy of 2010’s final count. 

“I am obviously aware 
of the number of homi¬ 
cides, that’s something I 
am going to be focusing 
on immediately,” said 
Knecht yesterday after his 
swearing-in was attended 
by 300 dignitaries, EPS 
members, RCMP officers. 
Premier Ed Stelmach and 
Mayor Stephen Mandel. 

Knecht stated plans to 
work with the local Somal¬ 
ian community, which has 
seen three of its 
members killed this year, 
as well as other groups 
that are part of the city’s 
“diverse” makeup. 

The charges announced 
involve five inmates in the 
Feb. 26 death at the 
Edmonton Institution of 
inmate Gyozo Victor 
Barassa, 45. 

Joshua Daniel Pickunyk, 
21, and Brent Harold 
Boake, 20, face murder 
charges while Bruce Dean 
Jacobsen, 28, Brett 
Michael Schmid, 23, and 
Rahim Bhanji, 20, are 
charged with accessory 
after the fact.

Chad Redeker, manager 
of the UPS Store on Jasper

“Most of our stuff goes 
(elsewhere in) Canada, the 
States or overseas,” said Re¬ 
deker. “But a lot of people 
are coming in for that rea¬ 
son.

where their mail’s going. 

“They can track their 
package (through us). 
We’re fulfilling a need.” 

Purolator has noticed a 
“healthy increase” in vol¬ 
ume since the disruption 
began, said Western Cana¬ 
da CM Paul Merrick, not¬ 
ing a 10 to 15 per cent 
average increase across the 
country. 

“Once we knew this was 
a possibility, we looked at 
our network, labour and 
staffing,” said Merrick.

Moammar Gadhafi stood 
defiant yesterday in the 
face of the heaviest and 
most punishing NATO 
airstrikes yet. 

“We will not kneel!” he 
shouted on Libyan state 
television as thunderous 
daylight attacks sent 
plumes of smoke 
billowing above his 
central Tripoli compound. 

The Libyan leader 
denounced NATO and the 
rebels challenging his 
rule. He vowed never to 
surrender. 

Alliance officials have 
warned for days they were 
increasing the intensity of 
their air campaign to oust 
Gadhafi after more than 
40 years in power. 

It couldn’t be 
confirmed whether his 
speech was a live phone 
call or an audio recording, 
but it appeared to take

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Police-reported hate 
crimes rise: StatsCan 


O Race and ethnicity the top motivator O Increases in 
hate crimes against all racial groups in 2009 


The number of police-re- 
ported hate crimes in Cana¬ 
da increased 42 per cent in 
2009, according to a new 
study released yesterday. 

Canadian police services 
reported 1,473 hate crimes 
in 2009, up by 437 inci¬ 
dents. That came on the 
heels of a 35 per cent in¬ 
crease in 2008. 

Statistics Canada said 
the number of police-re- 
ported hate crimes motivat¬ 
ed by race or ethnicity, 
religion, and sexual orienta¬ 
tion all rose in 2009, espe¬ 
cially those motivated by 
religion at 55 per cent. 

The number of racially 
motivated hate crimes was 
up 35 per cent, it said, 
while those motivated by 
sexual orientation went up 
18 per cent.

“Rates of hate crime 
tended to be highest among 
youth and young adults for 
both victims and accused,” 
it says. 

Four cities accounted for 
most of the increase in po¬ 
lice-reported hate crime, 
led by Ottawa, where the 
number of incidents in¬ 
creased by 83, Toronto (79), 
Kitchener-Cambridge- 
Waterloo, Ont., (62) and 
Montreal (61).

Nintendo introduced its 
new game console, the Wii 
U, at the Electronic Enter¬ 
tainment Expo in Los An¬ 
geles, Calif., yesterday. 

Its distinguishing fea¬ 
ture is a unique controller, 
which resembles a tablet 
computer. Users can play 
games on the TV, on the 
controller, or both. 

“It’s a new structure for 
home entertainment,” 
Reggie Fils-Aime, president 
and COO of the company’s 
North American division, 
told the crowd. 

Although the controller 
resembles a mobile device 


— and the Wii U itself is 
Internet ready — Fils-Aime 
cautioned that, “it was not 
designed to be a portable 
gaming machine, even 
though it shares some 
characteristics. The images 
displayed on the new con¬ 
troller are generated only 
by Wii U.” 

“Nintendo needed to 
differentiate themselves 
from their competition 
one more time, and 
they’re very far out of the 
box with this new con¬ 
troller,” Chris Kohler, gam¬ 
ing editor of Wired.com, 
told Metro. 


Fils-Aime displayed 
footage of New Super 
Mario Bros. Me and Lego 
City Stories. Other titles in¬ 
clude Batman: Arkham 
City, a new Assassin’s 
Creed and EA Sports. 

The new product is key 
to Nintendo’s future. Al¬ 
though the original Wii 
has sold 86.7 million units 
worldwide (compared to 
54 million for Xbox and 
50.6 million for Playstation

per cent decline in rev¬ 
enue.

Vancouver housing costs 
could plummet: Report 


A new report suggests sky- 
high housing prices in Van¬ 
couver could fall more than 
21 per cent if foreign invest¬ 
ment ebbs or interest rates 
climb. 

The report from BMO 
Economics says overpriced 
homes in some Canadian 
cities, along with elevated 
household debt, suggest the 
real estate market is vulner¬ 
able to a correction — espe¬ 


cially in Vancouver. 

It says past housing cor¬ 
rections saw Vancouver 
home values fall an average 
of 21 per cent. Prices are 
even higher today, averag¬ 
ing $815,000 in April, mak¬ 
ing the market even more 
susceptible. 

The report says housing 
costs in Vancouver now eat 
up 11.2 times of median 
family income. The Canadi¬ 


an average is 5.1 times me¬ 
dian family income — a his¬ 
torically high level as 
average Canadian home 
prices have more than dou¬ 
bled in the past 10 years. 

BMO says current prices 
suggest that even a modest 
increase in interest rates 
will slow the market in 
coming years. Some trig¬ 
gers that could set off a 
broader collapse include a 


rapid rise in interest rates, a 
sharp increase in unem- 
plo 3 mient or a slowing of 
foreign investment. 

High home prices in 
Toronto also mean the 
country’s biggest city is like¬ 
ly poised for softer prices in 
the near term, fuelled by a 
rising supply of condos that 
could soon outstrip de¬ 
mand, leaving a glut on the

In case you haven’t heard, there’s a 
strike going on at the post office. It’s a 
nice, polite, post-modern rotating strike 
that, so far, has touched lightly on small¬ 
er cities such as Victoria and Hamilton, 
Ont., but the posties could hit the bricks 
across the board and most of us would 
only notice a slight reduction in the amount of junk 
mail cluttering our mailboxes. 

Snail mail is one of those vestiges, like the appendix, 
that is hanging around (literally, in the case of the 
appendix) but has an increasingly obscure purpose. 

Unless you’re one of those vestigial anachronisms

Even snail-mail 
Christmas cards are giving 
way to e-cards, which you 
can pick up on your laptop, 
iPad, PlayBook, 
smartphone, desktop, etc. 
Of course, you can’t mount 
them on the mantel, but in¬ 
terior decorators 
everywhere agree that’s a 
good thing. 

Snail mail has decreased by 17 per cent since 2006, 
says Canada Post, and, frankly, it’s surprising the drop 
isn’t greater. Must be all those vital fast-food coupons. 

So what is the union thinking? Why remind us that 
Canada Post employees, with no advanced educational 
requirements or experience, start at $24 per hour with 
three weeks’ holidays, retire with fall pension at 55, and 
can bank sick days (what’s a sick day?) for being the 
workplace equivalent of the appendix? 

The sick-day banking thing is particularly interesting. 
You could argue that sick days are a humane 
mechanism, but why should you get to keep them when 
you’re not sick? And turn them in for cash? At taxpayer 
expense? 

The sad truth is, if Canada Post had an appendectomy 
tomorrow, no one, except for those 50,000 people with 
nice jobs, would really suffer. It might take a couple of 
weeks to learn how to send money by email, pay Canada 
Revenue online, and transfer your holiday greetings to 
Facebook, but there is nothing that posties do that can’t 
be duplicated online or by private companies. 

Apparently, postal Armageddon is not arriving fast 
enough for the union, so as it teeters on the brink of ir¬ 
relevance, it has decided to go on strike, finish itself off 
and leave no forwarding address. 

Return to sender. Just sayin’.

ROME. Global food prices 
fell slightly in May, but 
they will remain “at 
stubbornly high levels” 
for months to come, a 
UN agency said 
yesterday. 

The Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization said 
high and volatile prices 
can be expected the rest 
of this year and into 
2012, citing a decline in 
food stockpiles and 
modest production 
increases for most of the 
crops. 

Food prices dropped 
one per cent in May 
compared to the previ¬ 
ous month, but remain 
37 per cent above May 
2010, according to a 
price index released by 
the agency. It said lower 
cereal and sugar prices 
led to the decrease in 
the May index, 
offsetting increases in 
meat and daily prices. 

The index hit an all- 
time high in Februaiy, 
raising fears of a repeat 
of the food crisis of 
2007-08, when high 
prices led to violence 
and political tensions in 
many parts of the world. 
Prices in March 
decreased, though 
experts warn they 
remain far too high for 
many poor 
communities.

Cayamo concerts are dif¬ 
ferent in several ways.

Employers 
are becom¬ 
ing increas¬ 
ingly adept 
at covering 
their bases 
when dis¬ 
missing employees. 
Many have learned from 
past errors that resulted 
in generous severance 
packages and now they 
are motivated to pay lit¬ 
tle, if any, severance at 
all. Here are some signs 
that you are about to be 
fired that 1 have gleaned 
from my clients in the 
workplace trenches: 

• Your performance is 
suddenly scrutinized. Al¬ 


though your employer 
need not build a case for 
incompetence to dismiss 
you, many tiy to do it any¬ 
way. Their arguments 
may ultimately fail but, by 
making them, you become 
more inclined to settle for 
less. 

• Having turned on you al¬ 
ready, your employer’s 
constructive feedback be¬ 
comes scarce. Once the 
decision to fire you has 
been made, employers 
have less incentive to cor¬ 
rect deficiencies in your 
work and, in some cases, 
more of an incentive to re¬ 
veal them.

• Even though your impor¬ 
tant work has been taken 
from you, you will be criti¬ 
cized for not doing 
enough and for making er¬ 
rors, however small, that 
were not previously re¬ 
markable. 

• You will be left out of im¬ 
portant meetings or, if you 
are asked to attend, you 
will no longer play an im¬ 
portant role at them. 

• Expect that memos will 
arrive with comments 
where you were previous¬ 
ly given instructions or 
feedback orally. Follow¬ 
up memos confirming 
conversations about your 
performance will also be 
delivered. 

• You find your current 
job posted online — hope¬ 
fully while you are looking 
for another one!

There can be no justice 
when two men lose the 
chance to take part in the 
Stanley Cup. 

Nathan Horton won’t 
have the opportunity to 
score another big goal for 
the Boston Bruins after be¬ 
ing hospitalized with a con¬ 
cussion.

Injury will 
keep Tiger 
out of 
U.S. Open 

Tiger Woods pulled out of 
the U.S. Open yesterday 
because of lingering is¬ 
sues with his left leg, 
leaving him uncertain 
how soon he can resume 
his pursuit of Jack Nick- 
laus’s record for major ti¬ 
tles. 

It will be the first time 
Woods has missed the 
U.S. Open since 1994, 
when he had just gradu¬ 
ated from high school. 

“1 am extremely disap¬ 
pointed that 1 won’t be 
playing in the U.S. Open, 
but it’s time for me to lis¬ 


ten to my doctors and fo¬ 
cus on the future,” Woods 
said on his website. “1 was 
hopeful that 1 could play, 
but if 1 did, 1 risk further 
damage to my left leg. My 
knee and Achilles tendon 
are not fully healed.” 

Woods said he hoped 
to be ready for the AT&T 
National, which starts 
June 30 at Aronomink, 
and the next two majors. 
Then again, he said two 
weeks ago he would do 
everything possible to be 
ready for the U.S. Open, 
which is far more signifi¬ 
cant. 

“We’re very disap¬ 
pointed that he won’t be 
playing in the National 
Open,” USGA executive 
director Mike Davis said, 
whom Woods called yes¬ 
terday morning. “He cer¬ 
tainly brings excitement 
to the event. He’ll be 
missed, but the U.S. Open 


will go on. The event is 
bigger than one player, 
but he certainly will be 
missed.” 

The U.S. Open starts 
June 16 at Congressional, 
where Woods won the 
AT&T National two years 
ago and tied for 19th 
when the U.S. Open was 
last played there in 1997. 

Woods was replaced by 
Michael Whitehead, a 
senior at Rice who was 
first alternate from the 
Dallas qualifier. White- 
head had to win a playoff 
just to get out of the first 
stage of 18-hole qualify¬ 
ing, and was stunned to 
get the news.

To keep the starting price in low-$40,000 territo- 
ly, base XIs will be on the stark side, devoid of 
leather seats, fancy interior/exterior trim and a 
number of mechanical/safety features. 

On the extra-cost sheet is a panoramic glass 
roof, bigger wheels, heated leather seats, up-level 
audio/navigation system and a sport steering 
wheel with paddle shifters for automatic- 
transmission models. Also offered is an aero 
body kit that’s part of the M sports package. 


Engine 

Where the XI makes a really radical departure 
from the X3 is under the hood. 

The sole powerplant is an all-new 2.0-litre tur¬ 
bocharged four-cylinder that puts out 241 horse¬ 
power and 258 pound-feet of torque. That’s one 
horsepower more than the X3’s base non-turbo 
3.0-litre inline six, but crushes that engine’s 
torque rating of 221 pound-feet. The XI is also 
180 kilograms lighter than the X3, which is 
good news for acceleration and fuel economy.

Bimmer, it’s time to come 
inside. 

Yes, the XI has just ar¬ 
rived as a highly efficient, 
cargo-friendly and perhaps 
most importantly, wallet- 
friendly family transporter 
that also packs standard 
all-wheel-drive, which of 
course is perfect for Cana¬ 
dian winters. 


The popularity of the XI 
is so great around the 
world right now that there 
are shortages that will de¬ 
lay the model’s arrival in 
the U.S. market until late 
this year. 

Somehow, Canadians 
lucked out. 

While a close inspection 
and a test drive reveals a 


lot about the vehicle, the 
reason for its popularity 
actually requires nothing 
more than to understand 
that the XI is now the 
least-expensive BMW wag¬ 
on in the line at $40,500, 
slotted below the $43,900 
X3. 

It doesn’t really look less 
expensive, though. In fact. 


the XI looks a lot like the 
X3. A side-by-side inspec¬ 
tion is really needed to re¬ 
veal the XI’s more car-like 
profile in addition to a 
slightly more elongated 
nose.

Hands up if you enjoy 
taking your car in for 
service? I see only one 
hand up, and it's not 
in a very polite config¬ 
uration, what with the 
middle finger so 
prominent... 

O K, so we’ve 
established 
that getting 
your car fixed 
is not gener¬ 
ally a pleasur¬ 
able activity. 

1 think most of our dis¬ 
pleasure stems from it be¬ 
ing an expense and/or 
time-waster you wish you 


didn’t have, and not a pos¬ 
itive, or exciting purchase 
activity — like getting a 
new fiat-screen TV, or go¬ 
ing out for dinner at The 
Hungry Heifer. 

So even if the repair 
shop does eveiything per¬ 
fectly, chances are you’re 
leaving somewhat 
disgruntled, because of 
that dent on your charge 
card. 

In my case, if I didn’t 
have to shell out every 
time I took a vehicle to a 
repair shop. I’d probably 
do it at least once a week. 

I love talking to and 
watching mechanics, and 
having something mend¬ 
ed, maintained, or upgrad¬ 
ed on one of our vehicles. 

But I have my limits. 

Like anybody. I’ve expe¬ 
rienced my share of misdi¬ 
agnosed repairs and their 
subsequent miseiy. 

But they are not at the 
top of my list of repair 
shop turn-offs, because 
those are generally honest 
mistakes, made by people 


working on the sharp end 
of tiying to right malfunc¬ 
tioning technology. 

Reminds me of the 
sticker on my father’s tool¬ 
box that read: “The man 
who makes no mistakes 
does not usually make any¬ 
thing.” 

No, topping my list of 
repair shop turn-offs is the 
waiting room. 

Some shops and practi¬ 


cally all new-car 
dealerships don’t like you 
bugging the mechanics 
while they work — and 
who can blame them? 

So you must sit in this 
weird “living room” type 
area somewhere in the 
shop. 

But it’s like a living 
room in an alternative uni¬ 
verse, where you can’t 
leave until someone in 


charge lets you leave, and 
you can’t change the 
stations on the TV, even if 
it’s ShamWow, Oprah, or 
General Hospital. 

If it’s General Hospital, 
your aggravation is even 
exasperated, because, as a 
veiy irregular viewer you 
don’t know any back-stoiy, 
like why Dr. Lainey 
Winters is so currently 
peeved at Dr. Matt Hunter. 

Actually I lied. 

The one-channel 
waiting room is really just 
the runner-up on my list of 
repair shop turn-offs. 

The one right at the top 
is irrational pricing for 
switching tires around. 

This spring a dealership 
charged me $49 to take my 
snow tires off and put my 
summer tires on (the latter 
already on their own, dedi¬ 
cated rims). But this same 
dealership charges only 
$19.95 for a tire rotation — 
essentially the same 
amount of work, and work 
that doesn’t even need to 
be done by a licensed tech¬ 


nician. 

When I questioned the 
service advisor about this 
weirdness, she 
S3mipathized, but said her 
hands were tied. And this 
is not an uncommon pric¬ 
ing strategy among tire 
and repair shops. 

The main reason I took 
the car to this dealership 
was to find out why the 
“Check Engine” light was 
on. I threw the summer 
tires in the car at the last 
minute, knowing they’d 
charge me a bit more than 
other places, but it would 
save me a trip. 

The “Check Engine” 
part of the work order they 
did brilliantly. Got the car 
in quick. Explained every¬ 
thing they did. Charged 
not a cent over what they 
quoted. 

But the prevailing feel¬ 
ing I had as I drove away 
was that they “got” me on 
the tire thing. 

And that Dr. Matt 
Hunter is probably not a 
stand-up guy. 


Bridging the gap between gasoline and ethanol

Vehicles and their fuel have 
always been a chicken-and- 
egg proposal. Stations don’t 
cany fuels that cars don’t 
use, and drivers don’t buy 
cars that need fuel they 


can’t find. 

One way to bridge the 
gap is with fiexible-fiiel ve¬ 
hicles, capable of running 
on gasoline, ethanol 
blends, or a combination of 
the two. 

Several automakers offer 
flex-fuel engines that ac¬ 
cept E85 — a blend of 85 
per cent ethanol and 15 per 
cent gasoline. They work 
the same way as regular 
gasoline engines, but have 


special features to deal with 
E85’s unique properties. 
Flex-fiiel vehicles are usual¬ 
ly identified by a badge and 
a yellow fuel filler cap. 

“E85 is a little more cor¬ 
rosive than gasoline, so all 
the materials that fuel 
touches has to be designed 
for that corrosion,” says 
Phil Petsinis, manager of 
government relations for 
General Motors of Canada. 

“The other key factor is 


that ethanol has about a 
third less energy per litre 
than gasoline, so you have 
to flow more fuel to create 
the same amount of ener¬ 
gy-” 

To handle corrosion, 
flex-fuel vehicles have fuel 
tanks, fuel lines, injectors 
and other components that 
can stand up to the fuel. 
These are usually made of 
steel with higher nickel 
content, Petsinis says. 


Since ethanol bums 
slightly hotter, the valve 
seats in the engine are 
harder. A flex-fuel engine 
also uses higher-capacity fu¬ 
el injectors and fuel pump 
to compensate for ethanol’s 
lower energy density. These 
have to adjust the amount 
of fuel they pump depend¬ 
ing on what’s in the tank. 

“Back in the 1990s and 
2000s, we used an inline fu¬ 
el sensor,” Petsinis says. 


“It put a micro-current 
through the fuel and could 
tell the resistance differ¬ 
ence between gas and 
ethanol.

By understand¬ 
ing the exhaust emissions, 
we can interpret what that 
engine is ‘seeing’ by using 
other sensors that exist in 
the vehicle.”

O From EcoBoost to towing capacity, writer Justin Pritchard answers questions about the 2011 Ford pickup truck

The current F-150 in Ford 
showrooms isn’t entirely 
new at a glance — though 
an exciting new engine has 
recently found its way un¬ 
der the hood. 

Answering the call of 
shoppers after high-effi¬ 
ciency performance, the au¬ 
tomaker has recently fitted 
the F-150 with a sophisticat¬ 
ed new EcoBoost V6 engine 
as an alternative to a thirsti¬ 
er V8. 

Truck fans everywhere 
have questions about the 


new F-150 EcoBoost, so 
your writer took your ques¬ 
tions from Twitter, as well 
as in parking lots and traffic 
lights, and answered the 
most common. 

What is EcoBoost? 

EcoBoost is a new line of 
high-efficiency Ford en¬ 
gines that use turbocharg¬ 
ing and direct-injection 
technology to deliver the 
performance of a bigger en¬ 
gine with the fuel con¬ 
sumption of a smaller one. 

Case in point? 

The F-150 EcoBoost uses a 
3.5-litre, twin-turbo V6 in 


place of a larger V8 to deliv¬ 
er on-demand power and 
fantastic mileage. 

Is it powerful? 

Yes. The boosted six puts 
out 365 horsepower and 
420 pounds feet of torque. 
That’s more than even the 
F-150’s new five-litre V8 — 
and peak torque is available 
from just 2,500 RPM, or 
about 2,000 RPM earlier 
than a comparable V8. 

That translates to fantas¬ 
tic throttle response — as 
well as a machine that’ll 
virtually tie even an F-150 
with Ford’s new 6.2-lLtre V8 
in a drag race. 



Will it lay a patch? 

Yes. A big, dirty one, if 
you’re so inclined. 

Can you hear the turbocharg¬ 
ers? 

Veiy, veiy faintly. In fact, 
this EcoBoost engine is real¬ 
ly quiet and smooth. If you 
like the sound effects and 
rumble of a V8, you won’t 
find them here. 

How does it feel towing a 
sailboat? 

The massive low-end torque 
and six-speed automatic 
make towing a breeze. 

On my watch, the tester 
pulled about 3,500 lbs of 
boat and trailer up and over 
hills effortlessly at 105 
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The 2011 Ford F -150 features an EcoBoost V6 engine. 


km/h, often without down¬ 
shifting. Towing capacity 
peaks at over 11,000 lbs — 
depending on the model 
you choose. 

Is it great on fuel? 

After about 2,000 kilome¬ 
tres of highway, city and 
trail driving, as well as a 
few hundred clicks of sail¬ 
boat hauling over hilly ter¬ 
rain, my observed 
test-average landed at an 
impressive 13.9L/100km of 
regular fuel. 

It’s no Prius — but this 


torque beast towing-rig still 
managed to turn in mileage 
comparable to large, V6- 
powered family crossovers. 

How’s this fancy turbo engine 
going to stack up when it’s 10 
years old? 

Ford stresses that they put 
their EcoBoost engine 
through hell and back to 
ensure it will perform for 
the long run. 

They also worked with 
some of the industry’s most 
recognized turbocharger 
suppliers to ensure durabil¬ 


ity standards were met. 

What F150 variants can I get 
the EcoBoost engine in? 

The EcoBoost V6 is avail¬ 
able on the F-150’s XL trim 
level and higher — with an 
entiy model XL 4x2 Eco¬ 
Boost Regular Cab coming 
in around $24,000. 

The loaded Platinum 
tester came in at well be¬ 
yond double that figure.

Power came from a 
proven 3.5-litre V6 engine 
with between 240 and 255 
horsepower, depending on 
the year. A five-speed auto¬ 
matic was standard on all 
models. 

What Owners Like 

Most Odyssey owners re¬ 
port satisfaction with over¬ 
all comfort, ride, handling, 
power output and even fuel 
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mileage. Styling, spacious¬ 
ness and the remote-acti¬ 
vated sliding doors were 
also favourites. 

What Owners Dislike 
Common complaints of the 
Odyssey include higher- 
than-expected wind and 
road noise at speed, some 
low-budget interior trim 
and small arm rests for 
front-seat passengers. Some 
owners report a low front 
end, which could get 
crunched on curbs and 
steep driveways. 


Common Issues 

Start a test-drive with a full 
check of the power sliding 
doors (if equipped) and tail¬ 
gate for proper operation. 
Power sliding doors should 
open fully and smoothly, 
and the tailgate should re¬ 
main open without any 
help. If that’s not the case, 
the gas struts could be in 
need of replacement. 

Note that power sliding 
doors in virtually all mini- 
vans will eventually fail and 
require expensive repair. 


Skip them if possible. 

Kill the radio and drive 
the Odyssey gently up to 
highway speeds, noting any 
hesitation or “shuddering” 
from the transmission in 
the process. 

Many owners have no¬ 
ticed some form of vibra¬ 
tion or “stuttering” from 
the transmission, and some 
have had torque converters 
or transmission mounts re¬ 
placed as a fix. 

If the transmission in the 
Odyssey you’re considering 


makes any unwelcomed 
noises or vibrations, be sure 
to have it looked at by a 
Honda-trained mechanic. 

Ensure the Odyssey’s 
steering operates smoothly, 
easily and without any un¬ 
welcomed vibration or 
“pulling.” Numerous own¬ 
ers have reported steering- 
related issues that could be 
caused by a failing or faulty 
power-steering pump. 

The Verdict 

Common last-generation 
Odyssey issues are well-doc¬ 
umented and should be 
easy to detect and repair for 
any Honda mechanic. 

Most shoppers agree that 
Odyssey’s comfort levels, 
high-resale values and rela¬ 
tive fuel efficiency should 
outweigh the potential 
issues.
